Afiers romewhat protrucied and, it may be
said, vitler contest et ween Seoator Morgao aud
ex Governor K, B, Fenton, the latter reoeived
the pomination forthe seat 1o the Uulted Btates
Bevate, now beld by the lormer, ai the caucus
beld by the radicsl members ot the Siate Legis-
Jature @t Alvauy on Ssaturday night, As this
vominstion was subsequently made ananimous
there uppesrs bot littie pro=pect ot a “voit,” so
that the election ol the nominee LO-MOITOW MAY
be regurded ue certain.  For the next slx yenrs,
therefore, the ¢x Governor will probably be one
of the Sena'ors in Cougress from this Siate.

Reuben B, Fenton was born in th2 wown of
Carroll, Chautauqua county, N, ¥., on the st
ot Juls, 1819, and 1s con-equently not yet fifty

ears oi age, At the Fredopns and Pieaswnt
ilul Academles be received an excellent educs-
tion, sludied law sud was sdmitted to the bar,
bat subequently engaged iu mercantlle pursaits,
His tirst npprarsnce on the political arcos was
in 1843, a1 which tme he was elec.ed ove of the
suDa1visors of bis native tusn. Ta 1852 ha was
elected & member of the Thirty third Congress,
and rerved ou the Committee on Private Land
Cisims, At the expration ot his term he
re ired to private Jife, but 1o 185 was ugain
clected & R presentafive and served iu the
Thirtg-ffth, Torty-sixth, Thirty seventh aod
Thirty eighth Congresses, He resigued b:lore
his Jast term expred for the purpo-e of
sccepring the Governorsbip ol New Yorz, to
which otice he was fir.t e¢lected In November,
16864, defeaning Mr. Horatio Begymour by some
7000 mafority, as a member of Congress he
wa- regarded as a hard-workiog Represen'atlve,
although he aid but hittle to distisguish himseif,
He had oot been Goveruor many mouths belore
ihe Rebelbon was foally suopreased, so that he
}oss the opportunity of sffording the Natioosl
Government thut hearty co-opera’ion anid sup-
port in 1ts war messures szdinst the Conlede-
oy whieh It surely would huve received.
While in OQungress, bowever, he gave noagqare-
tioued support to all scis of Mr. Linouln's
sdministrution, sod took &n active par: o &
civil oapacity, in the prosecution of hostill-
ties. 1o 1866 Mr. Feuton was renominated
for tbhe office of Governor, #aad was
opposed by Hou, John T. Hofman, the present
hokder ot that position. The canvass wis a close
avpd exciting oue. Upon the rewirns from whis
clty beipg reocived, 1he eaormous najority given
to Hoflman at first indicated the eleeion of that
geotieman, but w heavy falilog off of the
Demoerutic vore lu the foterior ran up Fenton's
nejority in the porthern part of the Suate,
ejec ing bim for a srcond twrw. Dardog his drst
sdmipig'ration the Metrpolitun Excies law was
